We're KolnR to hnvc nn armed force double 
that we now have. Another 3,500,000 men 
and women mu-il be put In uniform In tho 
months ahead. Where are we going to get 
them? , „, ,„ 

Already the air la full of proposals. We II 
have to dip Into the aupply of married men. 
with or without dependent children. Well 
have to entend the draft age limits. We'll 
need to Uke In veterans of World war 11. 

The chances are atrong that rU these 
things will come to pass. Our armed forces 
could not posilbly be doubled simply by draw- 
ing upon single men In the present age 
bracketa of IB through 25. ^ ^, ^ , 

The first change will probably bo to call 
np married men and fathers In that same 
age category. There are about one million 
non-veterans In this group, and military au- 
thorlUBS think 400,000 would qualify lor serv- 
ice. 

Secondly we may get a revision of the age 
llmlta up to 38. A downward extension to In- 
clude I8-year-olda most likely would be put 
off until a general war woa either In progress 
or In immediate prospect. Men In this group 
were drafted In World war n, because a com- 
bat army relies heavily on young men. 

Touchiest point of all would be the draft- 
ing of World war 11 veterans. Current talk 
Is that only single men would be taken. But 
" there are mtiny Americans who feel men who 
have once served in wartime "should be ex- 
cused from further duty. 

All that can be said to them Is this: It It 
becomes necessary. It will be very unfor- 
tunate. But If tho nation should really bo In 
peril, there Is no help for It. A Eusala em- 
boldened by U. 8. mllltarr weakness la a 
threat to every American. If Soviet filers 
■hould drop A-bombs on this country, does 
anyone Imagine veterans will be spared? 

We must do what U necessary to discour- 
age Btalln. If that means doubling the arm- 
ed force? »nd doubling them means drafting 
veterans, then w« must. 

lijere'B one ilim, however, that we con do 
to take some of the sting out of calling up 
veterans. We can make sure that men with 
the longest time overseas and the heaviest 
combat experience will be the last to bo 
drafted a second time. 

While this will In many cases deprive us 
of battle-hardened men, It la only fair. A 
man who didn't get across or didn't see com- 
bat will generally stlU be fairly well trained. 
And hlB morale ought to be higher than tho 
combat veteran, because the latter certainly 
win feel his life was In Jeopardy long enough 
In World war 11. 

- Beyond thisauggestton, there's not much to 
offer veterans who may face recall. Unless 
they can take comfort from the knowledge 
that another great war would be everybody's 
war anyway.
